Montreal. Qiie., June 4. — Stirring contests were 
the order at Blue Bouiiets this afternoon. A major- 
il.v of the finishes found the winners under hard 
drives to win b.v small iiiargius. and in three in- 
stances noses and beads separated the first two. A 
well-balanced card was offereil with the Kluder- 
garteu Stakes, a dash of five furlongs for two-year- 
oids, and a steeiilechase over the two miles and a 
half cotirse. as features. Light showers fell at the 
msiu hour, hut the rainfall was only enough to settle 
the dust. The tJuiuu-Jobnson stable, trained by J. 
P. .Maylierry, furnished the winner of both the two- 
year old races in Early Light and CiK-k o' the Walk, 
iiicideutall.v. they were the only winuiug favorites 
of the afternoon.
